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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.SC 121: 

I. Claims 1-33, drawn to a collector with 1 st , 2 nd , and 3 rd staging areas, 
classified in class 271, subclass 265.01. 

II. Claims 34-46, drawn to collector with rotatable elements, classified in 
class 271, subclass 288. 

III. Claims 47-50, drawn to handling system with processing upstream, 
classified in class 271 , subclass 280. 

IV. Claims 51-60, drawn to method for converting a conveyance system, 
classified in class 271 , subclass 290. 

V. Claims 61-72, drawn to method for transporting letters and stacks, 
classified in class 414, subclass 790.9. 

VI. Claims 73-76, drawn to method for transporting a flat into a 3 rd staging 
area with capability of transporting stacks, classified in class 271, subclass 
292. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such 
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as utilizing a 3 rd staging area. Invention II has a separate utility such as utilizing 
rotatable elements. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions III and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because it requires no 3 rd staging area. 
The subcombination has separate utility such as operating without an upstream 
processing device. 

Inventions IV and I are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus could be operated without moving an adjustable 
conveying element, achieiving re-routing via an air-jet diverter or a one-way passive 
diverter. 

Inventions V and I are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the method can be used to transport stacks. The apparatus 
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can be used in an environment with no moving of an adjustable element, wherein the 
adjustment from one path to another would be realized by an air jet diverter or some 
passive re-routing system which is not achieved via an adjustment requiring any 
movement. 

Inventions III and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because it does not require rotatable 
elements. The subcombination has separate utility such as operating without upstream 
procesing. 

Inventions IV and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process can be practiced by an apparatus without a 
rotatable element. The apparatus can be used to practice a process with no 3 rd staging 
area. 

Inventions V and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
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claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process can be practiced by an apparatus without a 
rotatable element. The apparatus can be used to practice a process with no 3 rd staging 
area. 

Inventions IV and III are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process can be practiced by an apparatus without an 
upstream processing device. The apparatus can be used to practice a process with no 
3 rd staging area. 

Inventions V and III are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process can be practiced by an apparatus without an 
upstream processing device. The apparatus can be used to practice a process with no 
3 rd staging area. 

Inventions IV and V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention IV has separate utility 
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such as sending flats to a 3 rd staging area. Invention V has a separate utility such as 
transporting stacks. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions VI and I are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process does not require sending lettters through a first 
staging area. The apparatus has no provision for transporting stacks. 

Inventions VI and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process can be practiced by an apparatus without a 
rotatable element. The apparatus can be used in a method wherein flats are not sent to 
a 3 rd staging area. 

Inventions VI and III are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process can be practiced by an apparatus which does not 
have a upstream processing. The apparatus can be used to practice a process that has 
no provision for transporting stacks. 
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Inventions VI and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention IV has separate 
utility such as sending letters to a 1 st staging area. Invention VI has a separate utility 
such as transporting stacks. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions VI and V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention V has separate utility such 
as sending letters to a 1 st staging area. Invention VI has a separate utility such as 
sending flats to a 3 rd staging area. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for any one group is not required in full for any other group, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. Although the searches may overlap to 
some extent, the various distinctly claimed elements each require their own focus in any 
search strategy of one invention, as such strategy, even in overlappingly searched art 
collections, would not necessarily be pertinent in the decision to retrieve one set of 
references or another as applies to a differently claimed invention. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
